Ihave no Occafion to defend the efta- 
blifh’d Church of Scotland, as fuch ; it weuld 
be too much of a Comedy to recite all the 
ridiculous Attempts to deftroy and fubjeét 
Her, even from her firft Eftablimments, 
andI haveno Inclination torip up old Sto- 
ries ———— The prefent Subject is'the Onion ; 
I am forry to fee, there are any Differen- 
ces about fo healing a Subje& ; 1 thal be 
the laft Man, that fhallencreafe them, and 
the Defign of this Paper is, it poffible, to 
heal and reconcile them. 

In order to this, I make it my Bufinefs 
to put the true Senfe upon-every A@ion, 
and where bitter, fcandalous, and I may 
fay, (currilous Reflections aremade, I would 
dd on both fides explain and reconcile 
them. ; 
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fn order to this, I think, I can do sothing 
more direétly ferviceable than again to re- 
peat, and on all Occafions prove, that the 
Kirk of Scotkandy as fuch, is not at all a- 
verfe, nor has at all profefs’d her felf an 
Enemy to the Union in general ; as for the 
Indifcretion of Individuals, I have nothing 
tofay tothat, nor is it chargeable on the 
Body, nor can they be refleéted upon for it. 

Butthere are Tumults, fay the Gentle- 
men on the other fide, and they receive 
their Life from the Church; and the gene- 
ral Appearance of the Commiffion of the 
general Affembly againft the Union has been

Pe qhe Truth of Fa& of this ought, J con- 
fefs, to be alittle examin’dinto, and 1’ll be 
as conclfe in it, as I can. 

That the Tumults in Glafgow receiv’d 
their Rife from the Kirk, cannot be, fince 
the Leaders of that Rabble appear to be 
Profefs’d Enemies to the Kirk. Finly their 
Leader, now a Prifoner in Edinburgh Cafile, 
declar’d himfelf for King Fames, and his 
Pofterity,with more particular Marks of In- 
weteracy, than! care to remark ; the poor 
Wretch being now in Mifery, and I care 
not to infult the meaneft Creature in the 
World, in bis Diftrefs. 

Buc from hence it is very plain, this 
Matter cannot proceed from the Kirk 3 had 
it receiv’d any Encouragement by Argu- 
ments and Confequences, as fome People 
fay, isnot this juft fuch a Suggeftion, as 
the poor People had at Glafgow, Viz. That 
the Soldiers were all of their fide, and 
would not fight againft them?

But. fay the Gentlemen on the other 
dide, if the Church is not of their fide, we 
are grofly miftaken ; for are not the 
Dieris Men, that burnt the Articles, all 
Presbyterians, and are not thefe the AQions 
of the fame Kind of People ? 


The Church is at leaft, fay they, made 
ule of, and bears the Burthen in England 
of all thefe Seditions. 

Really, Gentlemen, I'll be the laft Man 
in Britain, that fhall undertake to anfwer 
for the Indifcretions of any Part of Man- 
kind; Let every Man and Body of Mer an- 
{wer for themfelves, but I cannot but un- 
deceivethe People in England heres not 
fo much for the Sake of the People | vin- 
dicate, fortheyneed it not, as the People 
for whole Sake this Vindication is neceffary. 

All the People concern’d in the Dumfress 
Expedition, all che People concern’d in the 
Cameronian Meeting at .-. are not only not 
of the Presbyeerian Church, but they are 
difown’d as Mad-men, ard Enthufiafticks 
by the Church in Scotland. Meff. fobn 
Hepburn, and Meff. Crawford are Men de- 
pos’d by the Church, the whole Society 
have difown’d the Church, and are not 
own’d by the Church, and how can what 
thefe do, be charg’d upon the Church of 
Scoskand?
